yet,  have  no  real  meaning  to  them.  But, 
beyond  that,  I  love  this  story  for  the  positive 
sense  of  Judaism  it  portrays. 

“Hurray  for  me  for  nothing,”  means  essen¬ 
tially:  I  am  happy  to  be  Jewish.  It  feels  special. 
And  all  I  have  to  do  is  be  myself. 

The  Second  Story: 

This  quote  comes  from  a  high  school  stu¬ 
dent  lamenting  the  lack  of  Jewish  girls  to  date. 
After  a  conversation  about  how  difficult  it  is  to 
find  peers  (especially  girls)  interested  in 
Judaism,  this  student  remarked:  “I  would  be 
so  happy  if  a  girl  came  up  to  me  and  said:  Do 
you  want  to  go  to  minyan?  That  would  make 
my  day.”  Now,  who  would  have  thought  that 
a  high  school  student  would  appreciate  such 


a  line?  The  truth  is  that  most  high  school  stu¬ 
dents  probably  would  not.  Still,  this  interac¬ 
tion  gave  me  great  hope. 

There  is  a  love  of  Judaism  out  there 
among  our  youth.  Parents  and  teachers  are 
working  hard  to  provide  children  with  posi¬ 
tive  Jewish  experiences  and  a  strong  Jewish 
identity.  A  positive  Jewish  identity  comes  not 
just  from  saying  to  our  students,  our  children: 
“This  is  what  you  must  do  Jewishly”  (thereby 
excluding  ourselves),  but  from  living  Jewish 
lives.  Our  students,  our  children,  then  see 
how  important  Judaism  is  to  us,  and  not  just 
how  important  it  is  for  us  to  pass  Judaism 
down  to  them.

•  Send  mishloah  manot,  sometimes 
referred  to  as  shalach  manot,  a  gift  of  at  least 
two  kinds  of  food  to  at  least  one  person. 

•  Give  matanot  I'evyonim,  at  least  two  gifts 
to  two  poor  people  (donations  of  food  or  mon¬ 
ey  to  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  Food  Pantry 
or  contributions  to  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
Welfare/Passover  Fund  or  to  the  Tikun  Olam 
Committee  will  fulfill  this  mitzvah). 

•  Attend  the  6:45  A.M.  morning  service 
and  Megillah  Reading  on  Thursday,  March  12. 

•  Enjoy  a  festive  dinner  late  in  the  day  of 
Purim  on  Thursday,  March  12.

macy  and  authenticity.  Jews  all  over  the 
world  regard  Israel  as  the  core  Jewish  center 
and  their  spiritual  home.  How  Jews  are  treat¬ 
ed  in  Israel  impacts  directly  on  how  Jews  are 
treated  in  the  United  States  and  elsewhere.  So 
what  is  done  in  Israel  that  brings  the  legitima¬ 
cy  of  Masorti  Judaism  into  question  impacts 
adversely  on  the  legitimacy  of  Conservative 
Jews  in  the  United  States.  By  supporting 
Masorti  Judaism  in  Israel  we  assert  our  own 
authenticity  as  Conservative  American  Jews. 

Our  support  of  the  Masorti  Movement 
in  Israel  makes  our  community  stronger 
here.  The  greatest  strength  of  the  Jewish  Peo¬ 
ple  is  its  unity.  Forces  that  divide  our  commu¬ 
nity  leave  us  in  peril.  The  Masorti  Movement 
works  for  religious  tolerance,  equality  and 
acceptance  of  all  Jews.  Strengthening  the 
Masorti  Movement  strengthens  Conservative 
Jewry,  which  strengthens  us. 

Our  support  of  the  Masorti  Movement 
helps  to  weave  a  stronger  fabric  of  Jewish 
life  in  Israel  and  around  the  world.  Con¬ 
servative  Jews  believe  strongly  in  Jewish  law 
and  tradition.  Conservative  Judaism  under¬ 
stands  the  Talmud’s  teaching  that  there  can  be 
different  ways  to  apply  Jewish  law  to  particu¬ 
lar  situations,  and  that  each  can  be  correct. 
Rather  than  defining  Jewish  law  in  a  narrow, 
restricted  way,  Conservative  Judaism  defines  it 
in  a  more  open,  embracing  way.  Support  of 
the  Masorti  Movement  advances  those  essen¬ 
tial  Talmudic  values,  which  helps  all  Jews 
become  stronger. 

Our  support  of  the  Masorti  Movement 
makes  Israel  stronger,  which  makes  us 
stronger.  A  strong,  secure  Israel  is  a  central 
concern  for  Jews  in  the  United  States  and 
around  the  world.  American  Jews  understand 
that  a  strong  Israel  contributes  to  our  own  Jew¬ 
ish  security  and  to  the  security  of  distressed 
Jews.  The  Masorti  Movement  is  helping  to 
make  Israel  stronger  by  strengthening  its  tol¬ 
erance,  its  democratic  nature  and  its  ability  to 
act  as  a  strong,  pluralistic  state.
